Wallace, Private: Secratary to the Vicrroy. 
addressed the English Conaul at Batavia with a 
viow of gaining some acenrate information a9 to 
tho actnal condition of Java, Ha apscified the 
faots aud fleneas the Government ‘of India par- 
tioulary dosired to study, and, in aldition to this, 
he hoped that Mr. Van den Berg, Prosident of the 
Java Bank and « high authority, would give his 
own opinion ag to whothor the condition of Java 
‘has bean prosperous or the revarse during recent: 
years, and as to what offact the adoption of a old 
standard may have had on, the welfsre of the conn- 
try. It will be remembored that in 1875 Hol- 
land adopted a, rold standard on the basis of 1 to 
1562 by permitting the frao ocinage, of gold at 
that ratio and continuing the prohibition of the 
Froa coinage nf silvar.
